Every intelligent deaf person in 
the State will laud Judge Willson, 
of this city, for his keen insight and 
prompt refusal to deprive a deal 
lady of her personal rights upon a 
shallow plea. 

There came up in Court on 

Thursday, February 86th, the fol- 
lowing case, repotted in one of the 
city dailies: — 

"By daolylologic testimony Kmma 
I, Smith, a deal-mute, convinced 
Judge Willson, of court No. 1, \es 
terday that she is not a feeble- 
minded person Incapable of manag- 
ing her own affairs, as charged by 
her brother, Greenwood Smith, who 
asked that a guard is U be appointed 
for her. Miss Smith is a middle- 
aged woman and resides with her 
sistci at 8004 Soul li Sixteenth st reel 

"The proceeding against her was 
the first of ils kind to be instituted 

in this Commonwealth, and the case 

aroused absorbing interest among 
deaf-mutes throughout the c.untry, 
for had the contentions of the peti- 
tioner prevailed with the jury a 
precedent would have been created 
following which a guardian could be 
reasonably demanded for any person 
so afflicted. Several prominent 
persons Interested in deaf-mutes 
were present at the hearing, Inclu 
ding Mrs. Margaret J. vie and Miss 
Grace Koehler, daughter of the 
pastor ol the Church of All Sails 
for deaf-mutes. Miss Ki elder acted 
as Interpreter, transmitting the 
questions of Attorney Joseph A. 
Kobhins to Miss Smith by the well- 
known finger sign system. The 
answers of the wil ncss were likewise 
taken by Miss Koehler, who made 
known to court and jury the mean 
ing <d the deftly enact eVI symbols." 

This is the second time the eas. 
has been before the Court and Miss 
Smith won in both instances. We 
and many others congratulate he* 
Miss Smith herself is graietnl lo 
both Judge and jury for the satis- 
factory outcome, and she desires u> 
to say so publicly. 

To the general public the case 
must needs seem peculiar; but tin 
deaf themselves look upon it as an 
unrighteous imposition upon one 
of their class. There are many 
forms of imposition upon the 
deaf. The euardianship is one ol 
them, thouuh in some cases it is not 
only good but desirable. A verj 
common imposition is upon tin 
good nature and confidence of the 
deaf by which, alas, they have been 
frequently defrauded out of pro 
petty and money. And what serins 

strangest, in most cases, intrigue- 

lag relatives have be.n the offend 
era. Sad to admit, but true. 

With tin' pi i the age and 

the increasing prosperity of the 

deaf all over the country, it seems 

strange that there is no lawyer for 
the deaf i i , one who not only 
understands law but also the simi 
language and all the idionyncrasie* 
of the deaf. If any hearing man 
asked us if we were aide to point 
out such a man, our linger would 
quickly point to Mr. John 1*.
